RIO SCHEDULE WILL DEPEND ON WHETHER OR NOT SECRETARY

VALUABLE IMPACT.) 

2. INFORMAL COCKTAIL HOUR MEETING TO DISCUSS 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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INTERNATIONAL AFEAIRS WITH SELECTED LEADERS 
OE BRAZILIAN INTELLECTUAL LIEE INCLUDING 
ACADEMICIANS, AUTHORS, AND COMMENTATORS. 

THIS LIST IS GENERALLY SIMILAR TO THAT PROPOSED EOR 
LAST YEAR'S PROJECTED VISIT, WITH THE ADDITION OE 
APPOINTMENT WITH GEN. GOLBERY. GOLBERY IS AN 
INTERESTING AND WELL-INEORMED INTERLOCUTOR ON EOREIGN 
AEFAIRS AND A TOP ADVISOR TO THE PRESIDENT, BUT IN 
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APRIL WE DID NOT WANT TO FOCUS ATTENTION ON HIM 
BY REQUESTING SEPARATE APPOINTMENT BECAUSE OF 
SENSITIVITY OF HIS POSITION AS MAIN ARCHITECT OF 
"DISTENSAO," UNDER ATTACK FROM "HARDLINERS." 

HOWEVER, HIS SITUATION APPEARS TO BE LESS DELICATE 
AT PRESENT AND IN ANY CASE HE HAS RECENTLY BEEN 
MEETING WITH SELECTED FOREIGN VISITORS.
